Sir Richard Mc- 
Bride fled from the wrath to come to 
a fifteen-thousand-dollar-a-year job 
in Lunnon some months ago, and now 
the heir of his troubles cannot defer 
the day of judgment more than a 
month longer. British Columbia is 
only waiting for a chance to get even. 
Premier Bowser will make the fatal 
plunge thirty days" from now or 
thereabouts. The stars in their 
courses seem to be fighting’ against 
the Borden Government's friends 
wherever they lnger. z 
Meanwhile the Borden Government 
itself {s none too eager to try whe- 
ther the water is cold or not. It has 
been shivering on the brink.of # gen- 
eral election ever since the war began 
and {t will probably go on shivering 
until its extended term is up in Oc- 
tober 1917 and then some, if ft can 
get another repieve. The Borden Gov- 
ernment has evidently decided to stay 
the limit. It bas heard of the dog 
that tried to cross the well in two 
jumps. Its fears are not confined to 
general elections. By-elections are 
beld'to be just as bad. Although 
fourteen vacancies bave occurred ‘n 
the House of Commons in ihe last 
two years, ten of which were Conser- 
vative according to the complexion of 
the sitting member, the Government 
refrains from opening any of these 
constituencies for test purposes. They 
Qre satisfied to leave well enough 
alone even if {t does whittle their ma- 
jority. Like Hamlet they stick to the 
ills they know sooner than fly to 
others that they wot not of. 

The causes and effects of some of 
these vacancies are an {nteresting 
study. Sir James Aikins, for example, 
resigned his constituency, of Brandon 
to lead the shattered remnants of the 
Roblin army to defeat in Manitoba. 
Sir James tried to lft his party up, 
but alas bis platform was too high 
and the thing couldn't be done. Sir 
James is now supposed.to be waiting 
around untill the Lieutenant-Gorer- 
norship of Manitoba falls in, when 
his wounds will be bound up. Mean- 
while the [mportant constituency ‘of 
Brandon has no representative § in 
Parliament and fs not likely to have 
until Sir James Aikins is. safely pet- 
ledyin his new job. . 

Willlam Sharpe, M.P.,; of Lisgar, 
resigned his seat at the same time as 
Sir James and for the same purpose 
—to dig the Conservative party In 
Manitoba out of the mud. Billy 
made a good try, but. somehow or 
other his foot slipped and he landed 
{n the Sloug!. of Despond himself. 
However, he did not have to de- 
spond long. He had put his band ta 
the work with a fat promise in his 
Pocket which was cashed very soon 
afterwards, Billy is*now a Senator 
and a Colonel with blushing honors 
full upon him.

tacle which contains a solution of 
neutral citrate of soda, prepared” in 
the proportion of one gram of salt 
for 100 grammes of blood.

The open season .for straw hats is 
here, and it. will surprise Canadian 
wearers to know that nearly all the 
Straw braid used comes from Shan- 
tung, China, and that the straw us- 
ed in making a 69c bargain counter 
hat fs cut in the same field that sup- 
plies the straw for a $5 hat. The 
straw and the braids are sorted, some 
ofthe straw is split finer than the 
rest and the braids differ in width 
and pattern, but it is all common 
wheat straw, and not the best at that, 
for the Chinese take no precautions 
to protect the wheat or to improve 
its quality. 

Out of the wheat straw the middle 
section about two feet long is cut, 
discarding the tips, and about 
a foot near the root. This 
middle section is cut’ between 
Jointn into pieces four or five inches 
long, and longer if possible. ‘This 
clear straw is split by hand into two, 
four or seven pieces, depending on 
the width and style of braig to be 
plated.

» FEAR OF BEING STRUCK BX 
LIGHTNING. 


‘The fear of being struck’ by light- 
ning {fs both a very real and a very 
sensible fear says the Faladelphla 
Inquirer. 

But lightning can be avoided like 
all other evils. It will strike in cer- 
tain places and it will not strike in 
other places. There are reasons 
for its behaviour in both cases, for 
Bature never operates by chance. 

A steam engine or a railroad 
coach is as safe as any place in the 
world as far as lightning is-.con- 
corned. No one has ever been struck 
by Ughtning while he was aboard 
a train. 

The business part of the city 
likewise is never struck by light- 
ning.. Neither are tall skyscrapers 
ever hit. It fe a matter of record 
that insurance companies never have 
any losses from lightning striking 
any building with metallic sides and 
framework of iron and steel. _ 

A steel battleship is also safe from 
the bolt from the clouds, as is a 
steel windmill. tower. This is be- 
cause every one of these objects is its 
own lghtning rod and needs no fur- 
ther protection than they can give 
themselves, 

There {a another list of ‘things 
which lightning will surely strike. 
It will strike a country house or a 
house in the outskirts of a town. 
It kes to hit a barn, church, school 
tree, stack, or animal, especially if 
it fs near a wire fence. 

As for a house, the safest place 
in a Nghtning storm is your fron.or 
brass bed. It is very, dangerous to 
stand near the bed use. you are 
taller: than the bed. ~ Reason why 
you are safe when lying on it ts that 
the bed head and foot extend above 
your head. The current will not leave 
the bed to pass through your body. 
The walls and the floor of the roonf 
may be ripped to pieces, but you will 
be safe as long as you lie still in your 
bed. 

Feather beds -offer no ‘protection 
whatever from ‘lightning unless they 
be on a metal bed. If the bed is. of 
wood and the eprings are’ steel the 
wood of the bed may be split to 
pieces, but you will nevertheless Te- 
main unharmed. -

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LA BOISELLE SURRENDERS TO BRITISH 
TROOPS, 


PARIS, July 4.—The third day of the battle 
of the Somme. shows that the Franco-British 
lines have been farther advanced, With the 
French right sweeping to the eastward south of 
the Somme. A group of strategic villages, a 
large number of German Prisoners and heavy 
guns have been taken. 

. The advanced French lines are now only 
three miles from the important railvay junction 
of Peronne, the defence'of which has been great- 
ly weakened by the capture by the French on 
Saturday of Mereaucourt Woods, south of the 
Somme, and between Feuilleres and Frise. This 
was the strongest fortified position of the Ger- 
man second line of defence on the entire front 
of the attack, the British attack; the French 
division which took Frise continued to advance 
with such impetus that the Germans were un-

Great 
Brintain also recalled her offer to re- 
lease or exchange civilians over 50 or 
even 45 yezrs, if unfit for military 
service, and proposed that all British 
¢eivillana at Ruheleben should be re- 
leased in exchange for a similar num- 
ber of German civilians fn England. 

Lord Robert declared that if the 
Germans did not accept this offer 
the British Government would be 
compelled to consider what course 
to adopt in regard to the rations of 
German civilians held prisoners in

Every able-bodied man-in the fa- 
land of Lewis is serving elther in the 
army or the navy, Skye sent over a

given moment General Joffre and the

is of the utmost importance tha* gen- 
erals should have’ this information, 
and no ‘doubt the enemy has just as 
accurate maps. Aeroplanes often can 
give the information as to the pres- 
ence of large bodies of troops, © and 
some observers are so’ skilful that 
they {can calculate’ to/a thousand or 
so the number of men in a square 
milé; but for the most part the de- 
tails of these great war maps are 
compiled by private soldiers. 

It is the prisoner who gives the in- 
formation which to him may not 
seem {mportant; but which may be 
extremely necessary “to his captors. 
A soldier interviewed: by the Paris 
correspondent of The Brooklyn Eagle 
says that the first thing done to a 
prisoner when ho {s brought in and 
it is desfred to get information from 
him-{s-to Introduce him<to the col- 
onel’s cook. "If the soldfer drinks, 
which he uszally does, he is cheéred 
with several bottles of beer or drinks 
of brandy, or whatever he chooses.

Of course, the prisoner. does 
not know anything about the future 
plans of his regiment, and is usually 
Willing to talk about matters which 
he supposes can be of no particular 
importance. He will tell the number 
of-his regiment, how Jong it has been 
at the’ front, and» maybe even the 
general strength of the position. 

Sometimes a prisoner will ‘alk for 
no more reward ‘than « kind word 
froma French officer, kind words be- 
ing extremely rare in the life of a 
German soldier. Others will tell 
all they ~know for a cigar; others 
are so hungry that a square meal is 
sufficient to purchase their entire 
atock of information, while others 
again will talk for no other purpose 
than “getting square” with thelr own 
officers, Often it is not necessary to 
have the prisoners talk at all.

The Richest African. 


Bir Abe Bailey, who is bearing 
the bulk of the cost of raising a hun- 
dred picked sharpsbooters in South 
Africa to deal with the German 
snipers in the western front, is not a 
stranger to such work, for during the 
South African War he not only scrv- 
ed ‘ns intelligence officer, but helped 
to ralse the South African Light 
Horse, and attained the rank of 
major in-Gorringe’s-fying column, 

Sir Abo is South Africa’s wealthi- 


highest} est citizen, znd also one of the most 


popular men fn the country. A thor- 
ough sportsman, a keen politician, 
and a still keener soldier, 

Sir Abe Iafd the foundations of his 
fortune when he became prominent 
as one of “Rhodes’ young men,” and 
later on succeeded to the Emptre- 
builders’ Committee in the Cape 
Legislative Assembly, He figured in 
the Jameson Raid,* and whenjLord 
Hawke and his English cricketing 
team arrived in the gold-reef city 
they found Sir Abe, who was to have 
been their host, in prison, Ultimate- 
ly he was released on payment of a 
One of £2,000, 

His generosity {s proverbial. He 
was the originator of thee Imperial 
ericket test match scheme, while no 
man has done more for racing in 
South Africa, his success in England 
also being considerable. It is one 
of Sir Abe's jokes tbat he never

LONDON, July 6.—A British mine sweeper. was torpedoed 
in the North Sea on Tuesday, the Admiralty announced today. 
She was slightly ‘damaged but returned to her harbor. 


VERDUN CATHEDRAL BOMBARDED BY HUNS, 


PARIS, Julyg@=—Verdun cathedral was heavily bombarded 
‘by the Germans last night with large shells, the War Office an- 
nounced today. Though violent bombardment occurred on the 
Verdun front, the German did not resume their infantry attacks. 


GERMAN SUB. SANK ENEMY SUB. 


BERLIN, July 6—The Admiralty announces that a German 
submarine sank an enemy submarine destroyer in the North Sea 
Tuesday. It also announces the safe return of the submarine 
which carried an autograph letter of Emperor William to the 
King of Spain and medicaments for interned Germans and says 
that on its journey the submarine sank the armed French steam- 
ship Herault, capturing its guns. 


LLOYD GEORGE SOLVES IRISH PROBLEM. 


.LONDON, July 6.—It is understood that the Cabinet today 
substantially adopted Lloyd George’s proposals for the settle- 
ment of the Irish Home Rule question. As the decision was 
unanimous, noministerial resignations are now apprehended. 

Under Lloyd George’s plan a Home Rule parliament will 
be immediately set up.in Dublin for all of Ireland except six 
of the nine Ulster counties, the six to remain under the British 
Parliament till the end of the war. 


-FRENCH NEAR PERONNE’S GATE. 


LONDON, July 6.—The French today smashed through the 
German second line, both north and south of the Somme, and 
pushed still nearer to Peronne. Last night they were fighting 
furiously within three miles of the important ralfway point. 

While the British, to the north, were engaged in a series of 
local struggles for positions, the army of General Foch broke 
through the German defences north of the Somme on a front 
of a mile and a quarter, while south of the river they have car- 
ried the entire German line for a distance of about six miles and 
a@ quarter, - 

During the day the French completed their occupation of 
;bstrees, and captured the village of Hem. Twenty French towns 

jand villages have now been won back in the last five days. 

The number of Germans taken prisoner now stands at 15,- 

500, of which over 5,000 have been taken by the British.

RUSSIANS CUT LEMBERB COMMUNICATIONS, 


LONDON, July 6.—The Russians have advanced twenty-one 

miles west of Kolomea, and, battling in the Carpathians, have 
cut the Deilatyn-Koromezo railway, one of the main feeding 
;lines of the Austro-German organization, and part of the Lem- 
berg system. Reporting this success last night, the Petrograd 
War Office also announces-that in a terrific battle on the right 
bank of the-Dneister River the Austro-Germans have been put 
to flight and are now in a disorderly rout, pursued by the Rus- 
sians. The Austrians report a furious mass attack by Russian 
cavalry which they claim they repulsed. : 

Allied military. critics have insisted that the cutting of the 
Lemberg railway would compel'the Central Power forces to fall 
back on the wide front; and place Lemberg in imminent peril.

520,000 acres. The total annual production 
reached $5,132,631,000 bushels of sixty pounds 
each.

The largest area of land under po- 
tato cultivation is in the Czar’s realm, where it 
exceeds 10,500,000 acres, with a production of 
1,155,461,000 bushels a year. Germany comes 
second with over 8,000,000 acres of land under 
cultivation, and a total of 1,081,355,000 bushels | 
a year. The crop in the United States anounts | 
te about 400,000,000 bushels a year. One of the 
interesting items in the tables shows that before 
the war Belgium led the world in intensive pro- 
duction with an average of 253 bushels per acre. 
The average yield in Russia Was only ninety- 
three bushels per acre. © In Germany and France 
potatoes have had other uses than for food. Both 
countries cultivate them for the menufacture of 
alcohol and starch. Before the war, only twen- 
ty-eight per cent. of the potatoes raised in Ger- 
many were used for food purposes.

In 
England a noble work is going for- 
ward at 8t. Dunstan’s Home with 
the object of training the blind sol- 


diets to earn a living. It is under 
the direction of Arthur Pearson, the 
famous publisher, “himself a blind 
man, _ Mr. Pearson became blind 
from overwork, just as Josdph: Pullt- 
ser, founder of the New York 
World, became blind. But he did 
not ‘become ;helpless or hopeless. To 
an interviewer not long ago he sald 
that he doubted if he had ever ex- 
Perlenced the joy when he had his 
sight that he has felt on occasions 
since when he has overcome some 
obstacle, With bis great encvgy and 
organising ability Mr. Pearson makes 
an admirable director of the’St. Dun- 
BStan’s Home, <)> ~ vbstet 

The object of the home, as men- 
tioned, is to give the biinded soldiers 
trades, Several are taught, and it Is 
astonishing the number of trades in 
which the lack of sight {s no jusuper- 
able obstacle to efficiency. © Type- 
writing, for instance, is a blind man’s 
job, and Mr. Pearson says that the 
typewriter was originally invented 
to provide the blind with a means of 
writing, One of the typewriting in- 
striictors at St. Dunstan’s'can take 
dictation in Brallle shorthand as fast 
as one wishes to speak, and then will 
transcribe it on the typewriter more 
accurately and swiftly than many 
first-class atenographers with normal 
eyes, It used to be sald that it re- 
quired three years to teach a blind 
man a trade, but Mr, Pearson says 
that most of them can be trained in 
avery few months well enough to be- 
come self-sustaining. 

Another occupation particularly 
well adapted to the blind is that of 
masseurs. Even masseurs with good 
eyesight depend upon their sense of 
touch Instead of their ¢yes; and.Mr. 
Pearson remarks that in Japan ft 
used to be IMlesal for any but the 

j blind to foliow this occupation. 
seurs are Dow in demand at all the 
War Ofice hospitals, and as a result 
of the war we may expect a greatly- 
increased demand for the services of 
men trained {n this business. Car- 
pentering id another trade that the 
blind can learn, and, of course, 
while highly skilled carpenters can- 
Dot be made out of the blind, they 
can become very fair rough carpen- 
ters who ean make certain articles 
of patterns that can be repeated. 
Shoe repairing is also a blind man's 
trade, and ‘several first-clasa cobblers 
have been turned out of the institu- 
tion. When the cobbler is trained no 
is helped to a shop, and in the win- 
dow a curd announces that the pro- 
prietor is a soldier blinded in the 
war. He does not have to wait long 
for trade. 

Poultry farming is being taught to 
several men at St. Dunstan's, and 
with this trade is enough carpenter- 
ing to enable the victim to make his 
Own coops and runs. A sergeant who 
left the institution not long ago fs 
able to distinguish among the various 
breeds of poultry by his sense of 
touch ,and he can also truss and 
dress fowls quite well enough to 
make an attractive display on the 
poulterer’s stand. He mixes the 
food perfectly, selecting {t from the 
different bags by his sense of touch. 
It is sald that since blind men move 
more deliberately than those who 
have all their senses, they are less 
likely to frighten the fowls, and 
this 1s an advantage not to be light- 
ly disregarded. Others are being 
trained as telephone operatora’ for 
amall exchanges, The indicators are 
made to scale and the blind learn 
very quickly to distinguish their 
identity by the sound each makes as 
it falls. 

Mr. Pearson says that he believes 
dlind men will make excellent divers, 
He says that they would do better 
work in muddy. waters than others, 
for, belng accustomed to working In 
the dark, they would find nothing ab- 
normal in their task. Darkness han- 
dicaps.a sighted man, but tight and 
darkness are the same to the blind. 
Contrary to general obellef, “ great 
delicacy of touch does not follow al- 
most automatically upon blindness, 
It has to be laboriously acquired in 
very many cases. Moreover,’ 
thovgh the blindness may be equal, 
some blind men have a far better 
sense of direction than others. Mr. 
Pearson mentioned the case of a 
blinded Canadian officer. He can 
rise from a chair, turn round several 
times, and tten throw a cigarette 
into a fireplace: without ‘error nine 
times out of ten. Some of the blind 
have a very keen sense of when they 
approach an object with which they 
might collide. Others, again, blun- 
der like a sighted man in a dark 
room, Edward Marshall, who visited 
the St. Dunstan’s home, was struck 
by the fact that there was no despair 
to be seen on the faces of the blind-. 
ed heroes. On the.contrary, most of 
them, were smiling... They. do - not 
grudge the terrible price they have 
paid for their citizenship, and are 
looking forward cheerfully and_con- 
fidently to many happy, useful years 
to come.

The London Gazette 
that His Majesty the King has been 
pleased to award the Edward Medal 
of the Second Class to Mr, John 
Roderick McDonald and Mr. Leo Pat- 
rick Powell of Alberta. 5 

The official account of the action 
for which the award has been made 
is as under: On June 26, 1915, 
while the Bow~ River, Calgary, Al- 
berta, was in flood a hundred-foot 
steel span was washed loose from a 
bridge In course of construction. A 
man named Garden was upon this 
span, and was precipitated into . the 
water, which was icy cold. He man- 
aged to. get hold of a baulk of timber, 
to which he clung. . McDonald and 
Powell put off tothe rescue ina 
amall boat, which was used noe: 
nection with the bullding of jithe 
bridge. No other boats were phall- 
able, as the river {s too dangerous 
for boating, even when not in flood. 
They had to cross a dangerous rapid 
and also to avold collision, with Yogs 
which were coming down, the river 
ib large numbers and timber from 
the broken bridge, Had they been 
capsized they. would almost certainly 
have been drowned, ax they wore 
heavy hip rubber boots. They reach- 
ed Garden, though he had been 
washed nearly a quarter of a mile 
down the river. He was at that time 
nearly unconscious owing to the cold- 
ness of the water. It was too dan- 
serous to take him aboard the boat, 
and they therefore tied a rope round 
him and secured it to the boat. All 
three were carried about a mile and 
a quarter down the river, when Mc- 
Donald and Powell managed to steer 
the boat to an island, There can be 
no doubt that McDonald and Powell 
incurred very great danger In per- 
forming this brave rescue.

Sometimes they hear 
the tramping of horses, and, taking 
it for their caravans, are drawn away, 
and wanderl~s {rom the right course 
are hopelessly lost, The people be- 
Meve tbat these sounds are produced 
by therspirita that haunt the desert. 

The Irish banshee may be traced 
to the owls, as the description of the 
cry is so similar to that of the owl, 
which completes the fdentification, 
Most of the weird sounds that are 
heard fn the air at night seem to 
have superstitious terrors, and are 
often magnified and altered by those 
who hear them.

She was a daughter of Herr, Fin- 
fan‘von . Sass, a ‘Hungarian,’ and 
married Sir Samuel ‘as*/his (second 
wife in 1860, accompanying him 
through all his subsequent travels. 
Her first experience of “African e¢x- 
Dloration was in Baker's exploration 
of the Nile tributorfes of Abyssinia 
during 1860-62." For a great part of 
the time she suffered from i!l-health, 
bitin all circumstances she showed 
her pluck and readiness to be of as- 
sistance. On Bakers’ second great 
expedition to the . Albert Nyanza, 
1862-1865, sh> had ample expertfence 
of the trials and dangers of African 
exploration, and was able dn many 
occasions to render important ser- 
vices to her husband and to his ex- 












casion to save it from disaster. 

After the expedition reached Gon- 
dokoro, a’ serious mutiny broke out 
among Baker's followers, and his 
position became perilous, but his 
wife rushed to the rescue, though 
herself scarce able to stand owing to 
an attack of fever. Hex sudden ap- 
pearance on the scene created a di- 
version, and ‘er crics to some of the 
men tostand by her caused them to 
waver,“thus giving Baker an. oppor- 
tunity, of which he took instant ad- 
vantage. Finally, Lady Baker may 
be said to have saved the situation by 
Ploring ber husband, who natural- 
was burning with anger, to deal 
‘eniently with the insubordinates, 
which he did amid loud and profuse 
protestations of loyalty. 

Just before reaching Unyoro, both 
Baker and his wife were seriously 111, 
and their condition was:not rendered 
any the more tolerable by the brutal 
treatment received at the hends of 
the King of Unyoro. However, all was 
forgotten on the discovery of the Al- 
bert Nyanza in March, 1864. Before 
the arrival at the lake Lady Baker 
received a sunstroke which so nearly 
Dut an end to her Ilfe that Baker’s 
men had searched for a spot in which 
to dig her grave. But she finally re- 
covered, and heartily seconded her 
husband's determination to proceed. 

After some years in England Baker 
in 1869 accompanied the Prince. of 
Wales on a journey up the Nile. He 
was subsequently appointed to com- 
mand an expedition for the suppres- 
sion of the slave trade on the White 
Nile and forthe establishment of 
order in the Sudan, and early in 
1870 Sir Samuel and Lady Baker 
reached Khartum in order to con- 
duct this expedition, the narrative of 
which was published in his work, 
“Iamaliia.” From the first Lady 
Baker throw herself whole-heartedly 
into the preparations and the work of 
the expedition. At Gondokoro there 
was aserious engagement between 
Baker's troops and the Baris, After 
settling the affair he returned to 
Government quarters, where te 
found all bands armed and well sta- 
tioned for the defence of the Divan 
powder magazine by Lady Baker, 
who was commandant in his absence. 
She placed rockets in readiness to 
fire the town the instant a volley of 
musketry should be heard. “My good 
Uttle officer,” aa Sir Samuel called 
his wife, “had also laid out a large 
supply of spare ammunition, together 
with every gun and pistol, all of 
which were laid out on the table in 
the Divan ready to repel the attack.”

When Lloyd George was a young 
country solicitor in Wales he was 
riding home In ~1s dog-cart one day, 
and came upon a little Welsh girl 
trudging along so wearily that he of- 
fered her a ride. She accepted silent- 
ly and all the way along, although 
the future statesman tried to engage 
her in conversation, he could not get 
her to say anything more than “Yea” 
or “'No,”*

Jobs for Ex-Anzacs.

So far they have 
had little diMculty in finding situa- 
tions for the men who are available, 
Acting In conjunction with the Vic- 
torian State War Council, ‘there {s 
a Medical Committee, who deal with 
men who need treatment after their 
discharge. There are, for instance, 
returned soldiers who require artifi- 
efal Hmbs or other aid, and, on the 
recommendation of the committee, 
these are provided ‘7ithout charge. 
Medical advice and general help are 
also given free,

There are two wells, each eighteen inches 
i, diameter and four hundred feet deep. The 
natural flow was only 800,000 gallons a day. 
Centrifugal pumps have increased the supply to 
1,250,000 gallons every day. The water is pump- 
ed into a tank or reservoir, and thence distribu- 
ted to the users in the city. One hundred and 
tLirty-nine buildings use it for all purposes, in- 
cluding heat, and one hundred other buildings 
use it for bathing, washing and cooking pur- 
poses. ; 

Engineers have tried to increase the flow of 
water, and they think that if they could tap the 
main subterranean stream they would get 
enough hot water to. supply all the needs of the 
city. The heat is so intense that men can work 
only eighteen feet below the surface, and then 
only in ten-minute shifts. 

These hot springs were well known by the 
Indians, and they made the spot where Boise 
now stands a sort of winter resort for the Snake 
and Bannock ‘tribes. That explains the great 
Indian burying grounds that are found in the 


hills near Boise.

It appears that radishes and other 
roet crops are obtained nearly five 
times as large as those grown in un- 
treated soll at the same time. If 
this process could be generally adopt- 
ed by our agriculturists the increase 
in the prosperity of the nation would 
be very large. 

The initial cost of such a system 
has hitherto stood in the way of its 
general adoption. But the recent dis- 
covery by MM. Detaille and Lafay- 
alse, the two distinguished  Frenci 
chemists of Paris, and Professor 
Scammell, M.2.C.1., of Hadleigh, Es- 
sex, that coal contains radium, which, 
in the form of “‘lignaite,” can be used 
for the radiumization’ of ‘the soll, 
places the process within the reach of 
every agriculturist in the country. 
Fruits, fowers, and vegetables can be 
grown in a much shorter time, in 
much larger quantities, and of finer 
quality by the use of “‘lignaite,” the 
cost of the treatment of an ordinary- 
sized garden being very trifling. 


Electric-Moto« for Dentists, 


Recently, a miniature electric- 
motor has been devised for the den- 
tist’s use which is so small and 
weighs s0 little that it may be used 
as 2 hand-tool. A light electric-cord 
connects the motor with a lamp- 
socket. - The motor is one of the 
amallest ever made for commercial 
use. ‘Its weight is but 6 %oz., and it 
is 1%in. long by 1% in. in diameter, 
It operates at a speed of 15,000 re- 
Yolutions per minute, It can be used 
either on direct or on alternating cur- 
rent. A control-switch {s mounted 
on the motor where it can be oper- 
ated conveniently by the hand. The 
speed of the motor may be controlled 
by the foot. 


Pocket Flash-Light, 


For communicating. after night, 
the signal corps of the British army 
ia equipped with an electric . flash- 
Nght apparatus which is easily port- 
able and very efficient for ‘medium 
ranges. In size, and to a'somewhbat 
less degree in appearance, it is sim- 
ilar to an-ordinary camera. It is 
made substantially with the corners 
reinforced with! metal ‘pieces, and is 
Otted. on the top with a telegraph 
key. A large lens is provided at the 
front ofthe box, Inside of which the 
batteries @re carried: The light }s 
flashed by means® of the ‘telegraph 
key, enabling code :messages to be 
transmitted rapidly in much the same 
manner as by wire.

LONDON, July 11.—Hand-to-hand fighting of great ferocity 
raged in many sectors of the Somme battle front today. The 
Allies on both banks of the river kept up their steady and pun- 
ishing pressure againstthe Germans. The most important action 
of the day was the capture by the French, in a dashing assault, 
of a commanding hill on the souther bank of the Somme, which 
gives them control, not only of that entire section lying in the 
bed of the river, but brings the streets and buildings of Peronne:

- TALK ON SIGNALZANG WORK 


Good Lecture Given by Majer B.D. 
Ponton, Receatly. 


—— 


Major R: D.-Ponton, tastructional 
Cadre, gave a very interesting ec- 
ture recently to the signallers attend- 
ing the Schoo} of The ad- 
dress dealt with the ‘methods used by 
the signailers at the front. 

At Neuve Chappelle, the Allied ar- 
mies learned the lesson of the great 
necessity of having all wires buried. 
Every wire now. between the hund- 
reds of trenches and headquarters, 
were buried some five 
stound,* so that shells or German 
scouts could not bother them. The 
wires come up at certain points, and 
are tagged. Before this change of 
burying the wires was made the tele- 
phone booths or “dug-outs"’ were 
easily seen by the enemy, by the 
converging wires going in from all 
directions. \ Now, there ts none of 
that'and the Huns find it impossible 
to concentrate their fire on what 
they, can learn to be a telephone 
booth. 

Major Ponton stated that on quiet 
nights fn the trenches, he had pick- 
ed. up his telephone and heard a 
Phonograph © being played twenty 
miles away back at the base. There 
were in each company four signall- 
ers, aud they had full charge of the 
telephones, being responsible to the 
company officer, that communication 
be established and kept. : 

At that time, with such a small 
number of. qualified signallers, great 
risk’ was often'run by other men so 
that these’ valuadie specialists would 
be protected. With no reserve men 
who understood the code or mechan: 
ism of the instruments a lack of com- 
munication through a dearth of op- 
erators, would be a serious matter. 
Now, the ‘schools of signalling are 
qualifying not only a full section, but 
® reserve of four men for each com- 
pany. This would undoubtedly re- 
Neve a most dangerous condition in 
the firing line. ° 

Major Ponton is an interesting tal- 
ker, and gave a very; educative ad- 
dress, which was greatly appreciated 
by his audience—The Whig, Kings- 
ton. :

FURIOUS BATTLE RAGING ALONG THE SOMME. 


LONDON, July 19.—A furious battle is raging on a front of 
more than two miles around’ the ruined village! of Longueval 
and in the shell-swept Delville Woods, north of the Somme, .The 
Germans are striking heavy blows at the new British front in 
an ‘effort to recapture the village and forest. 

The first German attack was launched just as night v was fal- 
ling, after a day of wind and rain. The thick weather had in- 
terfered seriously with the British artillery and had cloaked the 
German preparations. 

Late in the afternoon the heavy guns widisa’e qn the German 
third line, east of Longueval, opened fire on the: British lines. 
High explosive shells ‘rained down on the trenches, while tear- 
producing ‘shells were hurled at the men who heldithem. In ad- 
dition, the wind carrying toward the British trenches, the Ger- 
mans loosed great clouds of noxious gas, and then\under.cover of 
the clouds, advanced to theattack. Henao fighting de- 
veloped early all along the front of the attack and 4g atill being 
waged with great fury, according to a report sent.to the War 
Office at a late hour by General Sir Douglas Haig.

It was in the seventh cen- 
tary that the art of) sugar-bolling 
was carried to China from India, but 
Egyptians taught the Chinese sugar 
refining.—Tit-Bits,

In these respects it is even more 
robust than the virus of rabies. More- 
over, it. shows no diminution in 
virulence after having passed 
through several bodies. Experiments 
made with monkeys showed that the 
germs after having passed through 
26 separate series of monkeys, were 
more powerful if anything than be- 
fore. It is this fact that drove in- 
Vestigators to the conclusion that the 
virus is a Uving organism, but, ‘as 
stated, it is so minute that it cannot 
be sald with certainty that the germ 
has ever been seen. It passes with 
great readiness and little or no loss 
in potency through. the densest and 
finest porcelain filters, when in aque- 
ous suspension, and on this, as on 
other accounts, is extremely dificult 
to deal with {in laboratory ‘experi- 
ments, 

Dr. Fiexner says: 

“The infectious agent enters the 
body chiefly, if not exclusively, 
through the mucous membranes of 
the nose and throat.

Since the 
disease attacks by preference young 
children and infants whose nasal and 
mouth secretions are wiped away by 
mother or nurse, the: fingers of these 
persons readily become contaminat- 
ed.

Jelly-making and preserving with- 
out the proper tools is hard work. Try 
to have all the utensils ready before 
the task is undertaken. Be sure to 
have a plentiful supply of new rub- 
bers for the jars, and the jars well

Have at hand all the necessary 
spoons; silver forks for lifting the 
larger frult; a large and a smaller 
funnel; plenty of cheese cloth for 
jelly bags; a colander; a gravy strain- 
er and a wire sleve. Measures and a 
good scale are also necessary if the 
work is to be done properly, Then 
with plenty of sugar, spices, vinegar, 
and ripe, unspoiled fruit, the putting 
up of summer frult should be a pleas- 
ure and a success.

They found a.native the other day 
almost eaten by a lion. © There -are 
lote of them’ around here in © this 
mountain country.; but they seldom 
attack anybody. There are some pret- 
ty wild looking natives in this district 
We passed some on the road the other 

ay. They are copper colored like our 
Indians, but they are such ugly look- 
ing beggars with their faces tatoded 
They-seem friendly enough, but one 
can’t take any chances here. They 
carry long.-spears'. and shields 
made of hides stretched on a wooden 
frame. They‘don’t.bother . with © any 
clothes... Wounded men have a short 
shrift if they fall into the enemy's 
hands. They certainly do some ter- 
rible things to them? 

Well I certainly like this life so far. 
I think that if a fellow can stand it,! 
he'can stand nearly anything. It isn’t 
only fever and dysentery but there are 
bugs and spiders and other things to 
Oght against. One of the boys killed 
a, big, ugly spider, about twice as big, 
as a tarantula and very polsonous. 
Another almost stepped on a snake. 
However, we are getting used to those 
things. I like sleeping on the truck 
better than on the ground, as they 
don’t get a good'a chance to crawi 
over you at night. : 

I think this company is pretty well 
supplied with pets. We have a monkey 
anda little goat.

In doing this he 
is sacrificing & distinguished position, 
for only two months ago he was ap- 
ponted Professor of English Litera- 
ture at Yale. : = 

Mr. Noyes, who went’ to America 
in February, 1914, when he accepte¢ 
& professorstip at Princeton Univer- 
sity, is only thirty-six years of age. 
Ho is quite young, as poets go, and 
not only has his work brought him 
fame, but also’ profit. ‘Not long age 
he confessed that, unlike the major- 
fty-of poets, he was able to live on 
the proceeds of his muse, on which 
Americans promptly dubbed him the 
Prosperous Poet. 

For some time, however, before ho 
left America Mr.. Noyes had been 
working strenuously in the cause of

the Allies. He has read his poems 
and given readings in more than 200 
American cities and sixty or seventy 
colleges and educational institutions, 
and thereby raised thousands of 
pounds for our war funds. 

Probably Mr. Noyes has had more 
opportunity of ascertaining the real 
feeling of the people of America to- 
wards us than any other Englishman. 
It ts his view that feelizfy in America 
is even more pro-Ally than we have 


“The impression I have,” he says, 
“about the Americap point of view, 1s 
that the whole nation is anxious to 
do. whatever it can to help. the 
cause of the Allies.” Mr. Noyes em- 
Phasizes, however, the German influ- 
ence in the educational institutions 
of America. 
tion of the staffs of the colleges and 
universities,”’ he says, “has received 
all {ts educational training, or, at any 
rate, its post-graduate training, in 
Germany.” 

In appearance Mr. Noyes bears no 
Yesemblance to the traditional poet, 
He might be mistaken for a college 
athlete, and, as an obsetvers has 
sald, “he gives the impression of be- 
ing a man as koenly aware of the 
sidewalk as‘of the stars,” 

Mr. Noyes, who is a Staffordshire 
man by birth, married in 1907 a 
daughter of the late Colonel B. G; 
Daniels, of the United States army, 
and enjoys as great a popularity in 
America as in England.

It is admitted that it) wilt 
be #o easy task to succeed so heartily. 


Uked «2 Governor-General as the Duke 


of’ Connaught, who’ has endeared 
himself to the people of this country; 
but if anyone could succeed in the 
task {t is Likely to be the Duke’ of 
Devonshire, whose great position bas 
been so long established that he bas 
never felt the slightest need of as- 
serting {t in word or bearing. 

Only a strong sense of duty could 
indtice the Duke of Devonshire to ac- 
cept the position of Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, for he has nothing 
left in the way’ of elevation of rank 
to which he might aspire; and highly 
though the people of Ottawa may es- 
teem the privilege of living in that 
city, it 1s not something that might 
fittingly ‘crown the ambition of's 
Duke of Devonshire. His acceptance 
of the post means that be will bave 
to break up his racing stable, close 
Devonshire House in Piecadilly and 
tbe famous Chatsworth mansion in 
Derbyshire, as well as Lismore Castle 
in Waterford to both of which coun- 
try residences’ he and the Duchess 
are sald'to be deeply attached. More- 
over, his active business career will 
have to be abandoned or at least in- 
terrupted for some years, and he bas 
been one of the busiest. men in’ the 
kingdom. He manages half a dozen 
great estates, and owns almost the 
whole of the prosperous seaside town 
of Eastbourne, of which he has)been 
repeatedly ele‘ted Mayor, He is also 
Lord - Liettenant. of * Derbyshire, 
Chancellor of the University © of 
Leeds, chairman of a great shipbulid- 
ing company, and of several indus- 
trial and mining concerns, as well as 
being a M.F.H. and active preaident 
of at least a dozen charitable’ and 
philanthropic concerns, 

One of the distinguishing ‘cbarac- 
teristics of the Duke of Devonshire is 
his tact, which was so severely tested 
when he acted as Financial Secretary 
of the Treasury, in which capacity be 
was ex-officio the distributor of the 
Government patronage, and the cbief 
whip of his party. His was the dell- 
cate duty of selecting the recipients 
of peerages, baronetcies, knight- 
hoods, and other honors on the first! 
of the year and on the King’s birth- 
day. That he was able to discharge 
these duties without making enemies 
or losing friends {s ‘suMcient’ testi- 
monial to his tact, and it must be due 
largely to this quality. that ‘be is, 
with Lord Derby, the closest personal 
friend of King George. But ft was 
in bis relations with his late uncle, 
the efgbth Duke, that this character- 
istic shone most brightly, and in 
especially trying circumstances. 

By the will of bis grandfather, the 
seventh Duke, Lord Victor Cavend- 
fwh, as he then was, recelved all the 
property not entalled, family jewels, 
laces, and other valuable possessions; 
and it was generally understood that 
the seventh Duke was strongly op- 
posed to leaving them to his own son, 
because it was well known that he 
to marry the Duchess of Man- 
chester. To this brilliant woman the 
old Duke had taken a prejudice, and 
when after bis death his son and heir 
married her, as expected, relations 
between bim and the nephew might 
well have been strained. That they 
remained the best of friends, and 
that the new Duchess of Devonshire 
left to the wife of the present Duke 
instead of to any of her own daugh- 
ters her very finest diamonds are suf- 
Aclent evidence of the kindliness and 
tact that had saved a situation that 
must have awkward, 

It bas been d that among the 
several names that had been men- 
tioned as likely to succeed the Duke 
of Connaught, that of the Duko of 
Devonshire was never heard. War 
conditions made it Injudicious to ap- 
point the. Duke of Teck, ‘Queen 
Mary's brother, after he had been 
practically decided upon, Lord Cur- 
zon was named; and so were Lord 
Milner, Lord Derby, and Lewis Har- 
court. Brilliant public men though 
they are, Lord Derby: had, more im- 
portant, war duties'to perform. at 
present than it {s possible for a Cana- 
dian Governor-General to discharge, 
and Lord Curzon and Lord Milner 
are probably better adapted for Im- 
perial service in other spheres. The 
office of Governor-General of Canada 
hax been in the past usesto achieve 
fine strokes of statesmansbip, and 
history may repeat itself In this 1e- 
spect. What the: Duke of Devon- 
shire will make of it remains to be 
seen; that he wil! make no blundera 
and many friends bis previous career 
renders a safe prediction,

day it'numbers 2,077. 

The history of this herd, now the 
largest in the world, dates back .to 
1873, when a Pend o‘Refile Indian 
captured four little bison calves— 
two bulls and two heifers—by cut- 
ting them out of a stampeded herd 
on the Flathead Reservation in Mon- 
tana In accordance with a pecullar 
characteristic, often noticed by old 
Plalnsmen, these young creature: 
obediently followed the horses of thé 
bunters who had slain or driven off 
their mothers. 

"The Indian in question gave them 
to the Mission of St. Ignatius, where 
they were kept as pets and became as 
domesticated as ordinary § cattle. 
Whon the heifers were four years old 
each bad a calf, From that time on 
they gradually increased in number, 
until, in 1884, there were thirteun 
head, and finding the care of them 
too great a tax the mission decided 
to sell them. Ten head were bought 
for $250 apiece by C. C. A. Allard 
and Michel Pablo, who were runch- 
ing on the reservation, and were 
shrewd enough to sce that specimens 
of what was even thon almost an ex- 
tinct animal woutti eventually be- 
come very valuable. : 

The herd increased under their 
careful supervision, and in ‘a few 
Years it became possible to sel} spe- 
cimens at high prices. Some idea 
of the average rate of increase way 
be deduced from the observed fact 
give birth to 
calves every year, while twin calves 
are hot uncommon. As a rule the 
bison calf Is a very hardy creature. 

There are instances of the Pablo- 
Allard calves finding their feet In 
less than a minute after birth and 
showing fight within half an bour. 

In 1906 the Hon: Frank Oliver, 
‘then Minister: -of the Interloy, ub- 
tained for the Dominion Government 
an option. on the 600 unsold head be- 
longing to Pablo’and Allard, and 
eventually they were all bought for 
$200,000. The “round-up” lasted

76 cowboys, horsemen picked for 
their ability from Alberta, and was 
accomplished with a loss of less than 
one per cent.

The confusion and horror of this awful disaster is as yet 
undescribale. Devastating fires have swept hundreds of miles of ’ 3 
bush north of here, and with it pioneer farms, Dozens of points 
have not been heard from yet, and it will be surprising if the loss 
of life is not much higher. Hundreds of settlers took to the 
rivers and lakes, but they are nearly destitute and in despair.

It 
is not necessary. for us to suppose 
that mankind “are hypocritical and 
doing the wrong thing knowingly 
and intentionally;' but rather, as the 
text implies, that’ the ways of the 
world are those which they think 
right. Their course seems to them to 
be the proper one. . Yet they are fn 
the wrong way. § How does it come 
that the wrong way seems right to a 
people? How is it that they are de- 
ceived as to what is the right and 
proper course for them to. take? 
What is the secret of their being in 
the wrong way and not being able to 
discern the right course? 
eThe Scriptures answer, these. ques- 
tions. When God created our race 
tepresentatively in Father Adam, our 
,Sreat ancestor had no doubt about 
‘the tone way.’ When’ he 

‘he.was' not deceived into: think- 

hr that he was taking the proper 
course. (1 Timothy 2:14.) He knew 
that the way which he took would 
tead to death. ‘Why, then, did he 
Mother Eve had* been dis- 
‘obedient''to God; and had therefore 
eome under the Divine condemnation 
to death; and Father. Adam thought- 
that it would be better for him to die 
with his wife*than~to live “without 
her. Although he knew that in 
‘choosing the wrong. way he was dis- 
obeying God, yet he did so under the 
delusion that it was preferable. 

But with Adams’ children it fs dif- 
ferent. All of them have been born 
in sin, sbapen in iniquity. (Genosis 
3:20; Psalm 61:5.) Our minds and 
our judgments are imperfect. The 
great Adversary who led astray our, 
first parents is still deceiving and. 
misleading the world, putting dark- 
jness for Nght and light for dark- 
jBess. In their fallen condition man- 
;kind are poorly able to withstand

But for the 
moment, as it were, the great mass

World Still Blind—Few Can See, 
As we look out over the world to- 


day, we aée aixteen hundred millfone 
of people, nearly all of “whom are 
blind. , Very few see the real char- 
acter of God. Very few understand 
the right way of the Lord) © Their 
eyes are holden, their minds darken- 
ed. We feel ‘great sympathy for 
them; and naturally the question 
arises, Is there any hope for these 
people? Then we think of all the ef- ; 
forts put forth by the people of God 
to show them the goodness, the wis- 
dom, and the love of God, in order 
that the knowledge might change 
their course, that they might commit 
thelr way unto the Lord: But’ still 
the masses are not doing this, They 
are going their own way—the way 
that seems right to them, “What is 
the use in spending one’s time “in 
other ways?” they ask. ‘‘We intend 
to enjoy ourselves, We wish to make 
a fortune. § Everybody does that 
way.”
